No w that the senate, n Republican bo dy,

pittsburo , Feh. 4.—A gro up o f shivering 
wo men, sca ntily cla d, a nd with fa ces pinched 
with hunger, sta nding shivering in the sno w 
under a mine-tipple, wa s o ne o f the sa d 
sights witnessed in the Co nnellsville co ke 
regio n Wednesda y. 
These wo men were 
rela tives o f strikers who ha d just been ejected 
fro m the “ co mpa ny ho uses,” a s they á re 
ca lled. Their furniture ha d been piled up in 
the sno w. 
The wo men were a fterwa rd 
given shelter in the ho use o f a kind-hea rted 
miner mo re fo rtuna te tha n the rest. 
Thi* 
wa s in the vicinity o f Unio nto wn, where the 
sheriff o f Fa yette co unty, a ssisted by eight 
deputies, ejected three fa milies. 
Writs were 
served o n ma ny o ther fa milies, who pro m­ 
ised to va ca te witho ut the a ssista nce o f the 
o fficers. 
No bo dily resista nce to the o fficers 
wa s ma de, but so me very empha tic la ngua ge 
wa s indulged in by the strikers, who did no t 
fa ncy being rendered ho meless with the mer­ 
cury do wn to zero .

London , Feb. 4.-—From a gentleman who 
has just returned from extended travels 
through Germany and Austria, it is learned 
that a strong sentiment in favor of Austro- 
German unity is becoming ap p arent in these 
countries. 
The growing tendency of the 
Austro-Hungarian government to extend its 
p ossessions in the south and east, involving 
the absorp tion of Slav races, with whose 
interests the Germans of A ustria p rop er do 
not feel themselves identified, is a cause of 
deep er discontent than has yet become 
generally known to the outside world. 
As a contrast to the p olicy of their own 
government the Austro-Germans dwell up on 
the ever-increasing p aternalism of the Ger­ 
man government as administered by Em ­ 
p eror William and Pricne Bismarck. 
It is 
roeognized that desp ite his harshness of 
method, Bismarck in all his measures seeks 
alone to increase the safety and strength of 
his p eop le. 
The number of congratulatory 
letters received by tho chancellor from Aus­ 
trian since the recent sp eech in the land­ 
tag is a surp rising indication of the feeling 
just referred ta 
Your corresp ondent’s a t­ 
tention was called to one of these ep istles, 
which was p ublished by a Berlin p ap er, 
though the editor was not allowed to state that 
it had been addressed to Prince Bismarck. 
The fact that it was p ermitted to be p ub­ 
lished at all indicates that Germany is not 
inclined to frown up on the nascent asp ira­ 
tion for Teutonic union which it voices. 
The writer says: 
“N^ver had the house of Hap sburg such 
cause for alarm as when the great welder 
of German unity gave terrible voice in the 
landtag to the sentiment: ‘Germany for 
the Germans.’ 
The Germans of Austria 
sigh for the leadership of their great race- 
kinsman. 
Alas! th at we can not call him 
countryman. 
He it is who will op en new 
p rovinces, exp elling the aliens and giving 
homes to Germans. 
How different the 
Harp sburg, seeking new Slav p rovinces in 
Bosnia, Servia and Herzogovina. 
We are 
overwhelmed with these foreigners. 
Our 
brethren across the border have a father, 
we only a master. 
Oh unifica! 
Sp eak the 
word of Pan-Germanism.” 
The letter is accomp anied by an editorial 
condemnation of its extrav agant language, 
thus ovidently being thought necessary in 
order to avoid any unp leasant inquiries 
from Austrian authorities. 
But its utter­ 
ances will nevertheless have their due effect. 
There are indications in Bismarck’s p ast 
history of a latent desire to oventuálly 
bring all the German sp eaking races into 
the German confederation, and any p olicy 
looking in th at direction would certainly re­ 
ceive the secret aid of the czar, as it would 
weaken one of tho strongest op p onent« of 
Russia’s p rogress toward Pan Slavism and a 
southern coast line.

SCATHING REBUKE TO THE CON­ 
VICT. 


REPUBLISHED BY REQUEST. 


A little after nine o’clock this morning 
Mossc was brought to the court house 
where the final sentence was pronounced. 
There were only about seventy people 
present, including three ladies. After a 
few formal motions by Attorney S. Hi 
Bethea, which were recorded by the court 
Judge said Joseph Mosse you may stand 
up; and then he requested the prisoner to 
stand a little closer to him that not a word 
might be lost. During the reading of the 
sentence Mosse made not the slightest in* 
dication that he hoard a w ord. When 
asked if he had nothing to say he uttered 
the “ no, sir” in a low, choaking voice, 
and cast his eyes from the Judge to the 
floor. There were mnny eyes wet with 
tears, even among the members of the 
bar, in the courtroom. 
Judge Brown 
then said: 
JO SEPH m o sse: 
After a fair and impartial trial, continu­ 
ing through ten days, you have been con­ 
victed of the murder of Frnk C. Iheil, 
and your punishment fix ed at confinement 
in the penitentiary for your natural life. 
-The defense made by your attorney has 
been thorough and able, and everything 
that could possibly be done in your de­ 
fense has been done and done well. The 
crime of which you have been convicted 
was one of the most wantoa and cruel 
crimes that was ever perpetrated within 
the State of Illinois. The young man 
whose life you took was comparatively a 
stranger in Dix on, you perhaps being his 
most intimate associate. He was engaged 
in selling books, and the event show s that 
you have occassionally been employed to 
aid him in making sales. 
There is no 
question in my mind, but that 011 the day 
Theil was murdered, you prevailed upon 
him to go with you into the country, un­ 
der the ussurance that he could sell an 
album to a Miss Maggie Smith, and when 
you reached an unfrequented place, out of 
sight of dwelling houses,you deliberately 
aud cruelly deprived him of life. It 
clearly appeared from the evidence, that 
before you left Dix on, you had cooly and 
deliberately prepared to take the life of 
Thiel. You took with you the club with 
which you undoubtedly struck the first 
blow, and the knife with which you cut 
your victim’s throat, had been sharpened 
before hand. The many 
and varied 
wounds you inflicted upon Theil, are 
proof of the fact, that a fearful struggle 
ensued between you and the victim of 
your cruelty, before you overcome him. 
You had deliberately determined to take 
the life of Theil; and his flowing blood, 
his gaping wounds, and plea for life, did 
not stay your murderous baud, or soften 
your calloused heart. 
There was no cnemity between you and 
Thiel, on the contrary, your relations 
were friendly; you did not kill him in 
the heat of passion, but probably had 
dclibeiated upon the mutter for some 
days, and coolly made up your mind to 
take his life. 
There could be but one 
motive by which you were influenced, 
and that was the desire to possess the 
trilling sum of money that Thiel had hon­ 
estly earned from the sale of books. 
Yo u 
must have known that Thiel did not have 
to ex ceed seventy-five dolars, and yet for 
thut trilling amount you were willing to 
crush out his young life. 
By honest toil 
you could have earned in a few months 
more money than you obtained from the 
dead body of Thiel. 
Your victim was a 
young man less than eighteen years of 
age, with almost all of life before him 
and,undoubtedly,life was as dear and pre­ 
cious to him as it w'astoyou, nevertheless, 
for that paltry sum of seventy-five dol­ 
lars, you deliberately, willfully and with 
malice aforethought murdered him. 
In 
the history of your crime 1 have locked 
in vaiu for a single mitegating circum­ 
stance, for one cloud with a silver lining 
for a single ray of.light in the surrounding 
darkness, for one act tempered with mer­ 
cy. 
The circumstances attending the 
finding of the dead body of Thiel were 
most remurkable. 
Dumb beasts were 
terrified at your crime and became your 
accusers, 
it is true that the evidence 
against you was entirely circumstantial, 
but circumstances may be so connected 
as to be more conclusive and satisfactory 
than positive proof. 
' A mo re co mplete chain o f circumstances 
sho wing yo ur guilt beyo nd all reaso nable 
do ubt, 
never 
enviro ned a 
priso ner. 
Each link in the chain seems to be j 
perfect, and the chain when co mpleted 
co uld no t be bro ken. 
Po sitive testimo ny 
may be false, but the circumstances 
pro ven against yo u canno t po ssibly he 
reco nsiled o n any o ther theo ry than yo ur 
guilt. 
On the day o f the murder, yo u 
were seen go ing with Thiel to wards the 
culvert where his bo dy was co ncealed, 
carrying a club in yo ur hand; in a sho rt 
time yo u returned to yo ur bo arding ho use 
alo ne. 
Within the next few days yo u 
were frequently seen in the vicinity o f 
the culvert. 
On the mo rning o f the day 
the bo dy was disco vered yo u were seen 
.... 
by several parties o n the ro ad no t far fro m b y 
’ the culvert carrying a spade when (withm 
- 
an ho ur] the bo dy waslo uud, it had but 
recently been co vered with fresh earth, 
o n the way to the witness Lo yd’s when 
yo u were arrested, yo u concealed the 
spade, so o n after that the spade was 
fo und, it appeared to have been used, 
when charged with having had h spade, 
yo u denied having had o ne, but subse­ 
quently 
admitted it, but made a false 
statement as to where you o btained it 
and wh**ro it was; when you were arres­ 
ted, a waieh chain which belonged 
to 
Thiel, and which he wore on the day he 
w as murdered, was found in your vest 
pockets. 
The club that yo u currieti, 
broken into two pieces, a riug you had 
belonging to Maggie 
Smith, and yo ur pock­ 


et knife were found near the culvert, 
stains resembling blood were uP°n j “ 
watch chain, the knife and the cl°thing 
you wore. 
These 
circumstances wit 
others proven, 
conclusively estabhshe 
your guilt. 
The punishment that you 
shall suffer was fix ed by the jurors «-t im­ 
p riso nm ent for life. 
It was their power 
to have fix ed your punishment at aea ui, 
but tlicv concluded to spare your life, 
and to place you for the balance o|^our 
life where you ;can shed no more inno­ 
cent blood. The jury were more merci­ 
ful to you than you were to Thiel, m 
view of frequent cruel murders that have 
been perpetrated within the last ten years. 
I 
have 
deliberately 
come 
to 
the 
conclusion 
that 
the 
only 
safe 
place for the willful murderer is the 
grave. 
If ever a man was worthy of 
death, you are the man; if a more cruel 
crime was ever committed it has not yet 
been revealed; if there ever was a case 
which showed that the murderer was pos­ 
sessed of a wicked, cruel and malignant 
heart, it is indicated in your case. I be­ 
seech you to indulge no hope of pardon. 
You have demonstrated your unfitness to 
asssociate with your fellow men. 
When 
the prison door closes behind you, it will 
not be opened to you until your body has 
come out for burial. Your food for the 
balance of your life will be ample but 
plain. You will toil your remaining days 
without compensation, the only rest yon 
will have will be in a felon’s cell—your 
only associates will be felons. Dressed in 
in a felon’s garb, you will be marched 
out to the labor assigned to you; day af­ 
ter day, week after week, month after 
month, year after year, until the last 
grain of sand shall run out of the dial of 
your life. 
I think you will soon con­ 
clude that I have not over drawn the pic­ 
ture of prison life, The only solace a 
life convict can possibly ha? o is the re­ 
ligion of Jesus Christ ; with your great sin 
washed with the atoning blood of Christ, 
prison life will be made tolerable, ^1 
commend you to Him as the sinner s 
friend. 
And an interceptor between you 
and an offended God. The sentence of 
the court is, that you be imprisoned with­ 
in the penitentiary at Joliet, for your nat­ 
ural life; five days’ of each year of your 
life to solitary confinement, and the re­ 
mainder of the years of vour life to hard 
labor, to pay the costs of the prosecution, 
and the sheriff will have ten days’ in 
which to ex ecute the sentence.

The implements were evidently 
made bv a pro cess o f i« *ekiug o r chipping, 
skillfully applied blo ws o f a pro i» rly 
slm}**! sto ne. 
In this a rt the abo riginal 
manufacturer« were very expert. The blo ws 
wo re apparently made vertically to the sur­ 
face o f the sto ne, and the fragm ents chipped 
o ff so as to pro duce a peculiar co nchuidal 
fracture, which is characteristic o f all genu­ 
ine examples. In so me instances the weapo ns 
thus fo rmed wo re smo o thed by rubbing, but 
seldo m sufficiently to efface the mark* o f 
the chipping pro cess. 
Only when made o f 
so ft material, such a* slate, were tbey highly 
]H)lisho d, and then probably only for sym­ 
bo lic o r ornamental purposes.
